AST NOVEMBER MILL Supp.igs carried an editorial on this 
| page entitled “Is Your Inventory Too High?”. At that 

time, with production loosening up, distributor stocks 
had been mounting very rapidly. The point was made that 
distributors should watch their increasing inventories to in- 
sure that the additions did not jeopardize their firm’s work- 
ing capital position. 

In the months that followed, inventories continued to 
tise but by mid-summer the aggregate volume had appar- 
ently become stabilized. This observation is based on the 
monthly inventory figures published by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. The level at which stabilization took 
place, moreover, is about in line with the past relationship 
between inventories and sales. While this higher level of in- 
ventory continues to have an effect on the working capital 
of individual firms, there are other inventory problems which 
deserve the distributor’s attention at the present time. 

In their efforts to control larger aggregate inventories, 
distributors should not forget their true function as whole- 
salers of industrial equipment and supplies. To their cus- 
tomers, there is the responsibility to furnish products “off 
the shelf”. To their suppliers, there is also the responsi- 
bility for the maintenance of stocks of the manufacturer’s 
products in each locality. And to themselves, it is just good 
business to have on the shelf the stock to meet customers’ 
normal requirements at the time it is needed and in the 
proper quantities. This job requires inventory control line 
by line and is quite a separate problem from the control 
of aggregate inventory to protect working capital. 

The March, 1947 issue of Mitt Supp.ies carried a spe- 
cial section on “Inventory Control”. There, control systems 
were discussed and the means by which distributors could 
answer the question, “How much inventory”, were analyzed. 
Several basic considerations, however, bear repeating. 
There are a number of fundamental steps by which the 
analysis proceeds. In some cases they may appear theoreti- 
cal and divorced from practice, but it is the logical thinking 
that we are interested in following. 

In the first place, the analysis of inventory requirements 
should proceed line by line. This may appear obvious but 
all succeeding steps are based upon it. In days of unbal- 
anced stocks, aggregate figures are not enough. The cus-

tomer is not interested in the distributor’s overall inventory. 
He wants a specific item. 

Proceeding step by step. the next job is to estimate the 
total potential in the distributor’s trading area line by line. 
This is a tough assignment in which the distributor must 
have the assistance of his manufacturing suppliers. Against 
these “line” potentials, annual sales budgets or quotas on 
each line should be calculated. This sales budget figure is 
based on the individual firm’s share of the total market— 
the proportion of the total which it can reasonably expect 
This gets away from past performance as a 
yardstick and the old 10 percent-more-each-year approach. 
It sets a goal in terms of what could be done, not what was 
done. 

The final step is to calculate the cost of sales on the 


to capture, 


budget figure for each line and, on the basis of expected 
turnover, determine the necessary average inventory. The 
estimated inventory figure so calculated is the key to the 
distributor’s entire operation. If the inventory totals deter- 
mined on this basis are actually carried on the distributor's 
shelves, he is a real stocking distributor. This is a policy 
matter in itself. And the inventory requirements measured 
against the total capital of the firm will determine the 
extent of the operations of the firm. It will determine the 
number of lines which the firm can stock and sell. 

The above is submitted as a theoretical approach to the 
problem. It suggests a way of thinking about inventory. 
Not all distributors can or are in a position’ to follow 
through on all details. But they can shape their thinking 
along these lines. It reflects the procedure being followed 
across the country by a growing number of progressive dis- 
tributors. 

This answer to the question, “How much inventory”, 
And that is 
an important consideration for all distributors currently. 
The point is, distributors are going to have to live with 
price changes and there is nothing much that they can do 
about them. There is something, however, that distributors 
can do about adjusting their inventories, line by line, to the 
market demands in their areas. And, as production in most 
lines returns increasingly to normal, the time to start that

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Corporate Profits in the 
First Half of 1947 


HIGH LEVEL operations and expanded volume pushed aggre- 
gate corporate profits in the first half of 1947 substantially 
above those in the comparable period of 1946 when pro- 
duction was retarded by strikes. With employment at the 
60-million job level for the first time in peace time history 
and with evidence of prosperity on every hand, total profits 
in the first half of 1947 will probably exceed the high level 
reached in the last half of 1946. The record of employ- 
ment, production and profits shows what the economic system 
can actually accomplish when working at high speed and 
without substantial interruptions. And the maximum has 
not yet been achieved since output in a number of lines 
was held down by the shortages of basic materials. An 
analysis of the corporate profit figures shows that high 
volume rather than an extraordinary widening of profit mar- 
gins has been mainly responsible for the generally favorable 
results during the past year. Indeed, some of the recent 
price increases were made to protect profit margins against 

increased wage rates and the higher costs of materials. 
As is indicated in the following table compiled from re- 
ports of the National City Bank, not all lines of business 
fared equally wel!. The overall aggregates obscure profit 
difficulties in a number of industries. (The calculations 
are based on the net income of 451 early reporting corpora- 
tions after depreciation, interest, taxes and other charges

Corporate profits in two of the manufacturing industry 
groups—brewing and distilling and drugs and cosmetics— 
were lower in the first half of 1947 than in the same period of 
1946. The trade group also recorded lower profits in 1947 than 
in 1946. It should be kept in mind in making comparisons with 
the profit showing in the first half of 1946 that volume was 
seriously cut in many lines by the crippling effects of strikes. 

Perhaps a more revealing basis for comparison is with 
the second half of 1946 when relatively high continuous 
operations were attained. In the aggregate, corporate profits 
were up 16 percent. This figure may be altered somewhat 
as more complete returns become available but some in- 
crease will undoubtedly be recorded. Corporations in four 
of the manufacturing industry groups reported lower aggre- 
gate profits in the first half of 1947 than in the last half 
of 1946. 

To the industrial distributor and his salesmen, these profit 
figures have particular meaning. They show those indus- 
tries that have fared well profitwise and are in a position 
to buy equipment and supplies. They also show those 
industries that are having a little more difficult sledding. 
The hardest pressed companies in these latter industry 
groups may present credit problems. Generally, however, 
even in the industries showing declines, the drop has been 
from very high levels and compared with pre-war years the 
showing is still good.

Here is ex- 
tremely valuable sales ammunition for the distributor sales- 
man’s kit. Its value is only limited by the effort each salesman 
puts into its use. 


How it Was Compiled 


In the succeeding pages, the markets for 120 distributor 
products are evaluated for each of 56 industries. The market 
among these industries is rated “Major” — @, “Good” — *, 
and “Fair” — », for each product. Where no rating is given 
the market is only nominal. 

The compilation of the data for this special section involved 
a substantial amount of basic research. In this job, the editors 
of Mitt Suppuies had the cooperation of approximately 200 
manufacturers supplying the products listed. These manu- 
facturers were asked to evaluate the markets for each of their 
products among the various industries on questionnaire forms 
supplied by the Editors. Since many of the manufacturers 
produced more than one product on the list, several hundred 
product “ballots” were received. Indeed, the rating for each 
product represented the composite evaluation of from two 
to eight manufacturers. 


What it Means 


From among the several-hundred recognized industries in 
the nation, the industries used in the survey were selected on 
_ the basis of (1) the value of their output as measured by 

Census material, and (2) their geographic dispersion. Thus 
an industry whose plants were predominately concentrated in 
one locality was not included even though it might have 
ranked high in terms of the value of its output. Information 
on such highly concentrated industries would, of course, 
have been of value to the distributor serving them in the lo- 
cality, but to distributors across the country such a listing 
would have been of negligible value. Since the process had 
to be selective, it was advisable to pick industries that were 
scattered geographically with plants in practically every dis- 
tributor’s trading area. Many, many smaller industries from 
a value of product standpoint, also had to be omitted. The 
fact that these industries had to be omitted here does not, 
however, mean that they are not important in the aggregate

as sales prospects tor distributors. Supplementary lists of 
industries of importance to distributors and their salesmen 
locally and product ratings for these industries could be built 
up with profit thus augmenting the material presented here. 

In any survey of this nature, there is always the problem 
of distinguishing between the market in the main line opera- 
tion and that in auxiliary operations. For example, a product 
might have a negligible market in cotton textile mills or 
petroleum refining proper but have a major or good market 
in the machine shop operated in conjunction with the mill or 
refinery. For the sake of clearness and sharpness of classific- 
ation, such operations are segregated in this survey, Hence, 
no market is indicated for the cotton textile industry if sales 
of products are predominantly to the machine shops operated 
in connection with the mills. 


How It Can Be Used 


The most effective use of this special report involves a 
preliminary analysis of the sales of each salesman. This 
analysis should provide the salesman with a classification of 
his customers in terms of the industries within which their 
operations fall. It should also provide a record of product 
sales to the plants classified in each industry. With this 
material at hand, a two-way check on sales performance and 
coverage is possible. The special May, 1946 issue of MILL 
Suppuies, “Accent on Selling,” gives a method for carrying 
out such an analysis. 

Product use can be checked vertically, industry by indus- 
try against the survey results and industry coverage can be 
checked horizontally, product by product. Reading vertically 
from the tables, the sales showing on each product for each 
industry can be matched against the potential as revealed by 
the survey. Major uncovered or unpenetrated markets for the 
product will be revealed and appropriate action can be taken. 
Reading horizontally through the table and working from 
the industry basis the salesman can check product uses in 
each industry. Here is an industry where there is a major 
market for product “X”. Am I selling my plants in this in- 
dustry product “X”? 

This checking of performance against potential, product 
by product, industry by industry and customer by customer 
is going to take a lot of doing on the part of each distributor 
salesman. But the reward in increased sales will more than 
repay the effort. The honeymoon is over. Real selling will be 
required in the days ahead. And here is ammunition for the 
go-getting salesman.

THE SALES INDICATOR—Supply sales in July fell to 334, on 
the index, a 35-point drop from the June figure reflecting in 
large measure seasonal plant shutdowns and summer vaca- 
tions. July had 25 working days, equal to June. The size of 
the average order declined, down to $36.80. Orders per 
working day fell off from 106 to the year's low at 97, and 


salesman per day declined to 13, as against 16 for June. 
The genera! sales decline held for all but the Western region, 
which registered a $1,000 gain on volume per salesman over 
the June figure. For the third consecutive month the North 
Atiantic States grouping showed a decline, both in volume 
for each salesman and in number of orders per working day.

Keeping Up with Business 


NICB Surveys 
Business Prospects 


Opinions on the general outlook for 
business during the remaining months 
of 1947 vary considerably, according to 
a survey by the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board, but most businessmen re- 
port greater conservatism and more 
cautious buying. That holds both for 
their own purchasing and the purchas- 
ing policies of their customers. 

Characteristic of their present buying 
attitude is their increased concern over 
high or unbalanced inventories. Though 
demand remains heavy in some lines and 
backlogs are still high, only one out of 
every ten executives expects new orders 
to exceed shipments in the ensuing 
months. 

Estimates as to future sales show that 
about a third of the executives look for 
a rise in the coming months as com- 
pared with the first half of 1947. Ma- 
chine tool executives, however, are 
among the few who generally look for 
a drop in sales. General industrial ma- 
chinery businessmen anticipate no 
change in sales, or a volume slightly 
lower than the first half of the year. 
Special industrial machinery executives 
take a more optimistic view; they look 
for a rise in sales. 

The buyers’ market, the executives 
report, becomes increasingly evident. 
Competitive influences are at work 
again; price increases are being 
strongly resisted and substitute mate- 
rials that do not measure up to quality 
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standards and specification changes are 
being rejected. Objections to escalator 
clauses are growing, while the practice 
of including price adjustment clauses 
in contracts continues to decline. 


Plant Earnings Up 
In First Quarter 


Two hundred and twenty-eight in- 
dustrial manufacturers had a combined 
net income of $597,553,217 for the first 
three months of 1947. Their combined 
earnings for the same period in 1946 
were $147,665,103. 

Several factors were responsible for 
the increase. including higher prices, 
lower taxes and a larger volume from 
expanded operations. Moreover, few of 
the abnormal conditions of 1946 were 
present in the first three months of this 
year. Major strikes, reconversion prob- 
lems, contract cancellations and other 
operational hazards had all _ been 
settled. Markets assured, both 
here at home and abroad, and inven-

tories had begun to make some head- 
way against industrial demand. Small 
wonder the 228 firms registered their 
300 percent earnings increase.

Russell, Burdsall & Ward 
Plan Nut, Bolt Expansion 


More than $2,000,000 worth of new 
machinery orders have been placed by 
Russell, Burdsall & Ward Bolt and 
Nut Co., Port Chester, N. Y., in the 
first stages of a five-year expansion 
program that eventually will involve the 
expenditure of $5,000,000. Evans Ward, 
president of the company, discloses that 
the program has three primary aims: 
to bring about an immediate increase 
in steel inventories at its plants in New 
York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and Cali- 
fornia, to raise its raw materials hold- 
ings by some 12,000 tons and to raise 
its finished inventories more than $1,- 
500,000. 

Additional expenditures on  ma- 
chinery will amount to more than $500,- 
000, according to Mr. Ward, and will 
include primary types of bolt and nut- 
making machines, threading, trimming 
and heat treating equipment. The large 
scale expansion of the 102-year-old com- 
pany, Mr. Ward discloses, is based upon 
the generally optimistic future antici- 
pated for the metal products business.

GENERAL BUSINESS activity during July 
and the early part of August continued 
at the levels registered during the first 
six months of 1947. While declines 
were again in evidence here and there 
in the index, notably in non-durables, 
these tended to be offset to a large ex- 
tent by gains in other segments of 
business. 

Figures released recently by the De- 
partment of Commerce on_ industrial 
production for the first six months of 
1947 provide an accurate estimate of 
production trends when set against the 
indices already published for the last 
half of 1946, July through December. 
Below are listed seven selected prod- 
ucts, their “average” index figure for 
the last six months of 1946, and their 
“average” index figure for the first 
six months of 1947. Together, they ac- 
count for more than 60 percent of the 
total index of industrial production:

machinery, have gained steadily since 
June a year ago, reflecting efforts by 
manufacturers and distributors to bal- 
ance depleted inventories. Transporta- 
tion equipment, on the other hand, fell 
off almost ten percentage points from 
June 1946 to June 1947. Lumber and 
products declined, though the 
continued high demand tended to off- 
set the “soft” spots in materials. It 
might be said, in passing, that con- 
struction was expected to reach $6 bil- 
lion in the first half of 1947, but that 
figure was twice revised downward be- 
fore mid-year. Actually, construction 
for the first six months of this year was 
down a full 20 percent, high labor and 
materials costs compelling many indus- 
trial producers to shelve their expan- 
sion plans, temporarily. 

The selected durables listed above, 
iron and steel, machinery, transporta- 
tion equipment, and lumber and prod- 


also 
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roduction 


ucts. account for 32 percentage points 
on the total production index. The non- 
durables selected, textiles and products, 
manufactured foods, and chemicals, ac- 
count for 28 points on the total pro- 
duction index. During the latter half 
of 1946 their flow was upward. In 
fact, not until February, 1947, did the 
expected break in textiles and manu- 
factured foods start the downward 
trend. (Chemicals continued upward, 
due largely to the heavy industrial de- 
mand.) Their decline however, has 
been slow and slight, limited to tex- 
tiles and manufactured foods and indi- 
cating elements of firmness underneath. 

The over-all production picture for 
the two six-month periods does demon- 
strate that declines in non-durables 
during the last six months have been 
offset, in large measure, by the greater 
proportionate increases in durables 
production. Indications are that these 
trends—durables upward, non-durables 
slightly downward—will hold through 
the remaining months of 1947. It is 
quite possible, also, that non-durables 
may recover some slight margin of its 
losses, due to seasonal increases in tex- 
tiles and manufactured foods produc- 
tion, and durables decline a bit, due to 
the drop in exports anticipated for late 
1947.

THE RUHR— 


VALLEY OF DECISION 


ness the most important single spot on earth 

today is the Ruhr Valley of Germany—a 
valley no bigger in area than the State of Rhode 
Island. Upon recovery in the Ruhr hinges re- 
covery in Europe. Upon recovery in Europe 
hinges the peace of the world. 

No machine can run with its most important 
part missing. Western Europe without the Ruhr 
is a dead machine. Before the war, over half the 
coal and steel produced in the Western part of 
Continental Europe came from this one little 
valley. Today, the fact is that no other region in 
Europe has the technical skills and enterprise to 
produce the industrial supplies which Europe 
must have if it is to help itself back to a self- 
supporting economy. And, after observing 
Europe for many weeks, I am convinced that no 
one but the United States can successfully super- 
vise the rebuilding of the Ruhr. 

If you will keep four considerations in mind, 
as the international politicians gamble, you can 
easily tell whether the United States is playing 
its proper role in the rehabilitation of the Ruhr. 
Here are the four considerations: 


E:- AMERICANS and for American busi: 


I. We are paying for the Ruhr rehabilitation 
(or the lack of it). 


II. We alone have the skill and enterprise to 
supervise its rebuilding. 


III. It will be a tough organizing job requir- 
ing money, hard work, and outright sacrifice on 
the part of management men and technicians. 


IV. We had better do it well if we love our 

children. 
I 

We are paying for rebuilding the Ruhr—or we 
soon shall be. The British now control the Ruhr, 
its government and its industry. They have been 
paying out about four hundred million dollars 
—American dollars—a year to buy the food, 
raw materials and equipment needed to rebuild 
the Ruhr. The British must spend American 
dollars for these supplies because the supplies 
can not be bought anywhere but in America. 
Thus far the British have, in effect, obtained the 
dollars which they spend for the Ruhr by draw- 


ing them out of the $3,750,000,000 loan which we 
granted Britain last year. 

Now the loan is fast running out. The British 
lack dollars and other assets. We must take over, 
directly or indirectly, the dollar expenditures 
for rebuilding the Ruhr. We shall pay for it. 
Therefore — 

II 

We should supervise it. The British have been 
running the Ruhr’s industry. They might con- 
ceivably suggest to Washington that they con- 
tinue to run it while we pay the bill. That we 
should never agree to. There is a sound old 
rule that he who pays the piper shall call the 
tune. 

Perhaps we would not need to invoke that rule 
if the British had done a good job reviving the 
industries of the Ruhr. They have done a poor 


~ job— physically and ideologically. 


The physical output of the coal mines and steel 
mills of the Ruhr in recent months was actually . 
smaller than at the first of the year. Production 
of coal amounts to little more than half of the 
pre-war 127 million tons per year. Steel produc- 
tions limps along at one-sixth of the pre-war 
rate—far below the volume permitted even 
under the present low level-of-industry plan for 
Germany. 

Ideologically, the British Labor Government 
has tried to export to Germany the brand of 
socialism which is making such a dubious record 
at home. Foreign Minister Bevin — although he 
may now have misgivings about it —committed 
himself to nationalization of the Ruhr’s coal and 
steel industries. British representatives have 
pushed hard to get General Lucius Clay, our 
able military governor in Berlin, to agree to 
socialization of the Ruhr. So far, he has resisted 
this pressure, but our State and War Depart- 
ments and we as individuals must back him up 
to the limit if he is to continue to combat this 
pressure successfully. 

Even if the British government were not 
socialist, there would be good reason for ques- 
tioning the ability of Britain to rehabilitate the 
industries of the Ruhr. In recent generations, the 
British management class has shown itself more 





interested in cartels, restricting output, and al- 
locating markets, than in full-steam, ingenious 
enterprising production. 

Certainly the British must remain full part- 
ners in the political administration of Germany. 
No one suggests anything else. However, their 
recent production record demands turning the 
job of revitalizing the Ruhr industries over to 
the nation which is paying the bill and which 
leads the world in production. 

If we have any faith in the business philosophy 
by which we have lived and prospered for 170 
years, we should demonstrate that that philoso- 
phy still is dynamic by taking up the burden of 
the Ruhr. 

Il 

It will be a tough job. It will require men and 
supplies and money from the United States. It 
can not possibly be done in less than five years. 
A list of some of the necessary steps shows how 
hard it will be. 

A. Plans for socializing the Ruhr should be 
shelved quickly. The industries there should re- 
main in trusteeship for five years. Then the 
Germans themselves should decide their owner- 
ship; let us hope that by that time we can demon- 
strate to them that private ownership and private 
initiative mean high production, good distribu- 
tion and high wages. 

B. The top supervising management jobs— 
both the top policy and the top technical jobs— 
required outstanding business ability. That is 
why American business men must be willing to 
go to Germany, sacrificing comfort and leisure, 
and even income, if necessary. 

C. Germans should take over the management 
job at the operating level. The Germans are good 
technicians. They have a greater incentive than 
anyone else for getting the Ruhr back in work- 
ing order. That incentive should be harnessed. 

D. Special effort should earn special rewards. 
There is nothing wrong with the Ruhr (or the 
rest of Europe) that hard work will not cure. 
Before a man will work hard, he must feel that 
his work will advance him and his family. That 
simple motive, which powers our whole econ- 
omy, must be revived in the Ruhr. To revive it 
requires enormous ingenuity and work...a new 
currency ...a logical customs union...a sensible 
ration system... enough food, clothing, housing 
and consumer goods so that the worker can buy 
something with his currency and his ration points. 

E. America will have to furnish a good share 
of these foodstuffs and supplies, Certain key items 


of equipment also will be needed. Only as we 
succeed in our job can this flow be diminished. 

F. A sensible priorities system must channel 
Ruhr coal and steel into those uses which, in 
turn, will further increase output. Repair parts 
for railroad cars should stand high on the list. 
Housing, coal equipment and machine tool parts 
should come ahead of the automobiles and per- | 
manent steel bridges which at times have been 
accorded preference. 

German technical management of industry in 
the Ruhr— point C above—need not mean poli- 
tical control of the Ruhr by some future sov- 
ereign German state. As the French know, the 
Ruhr, next to the atomic bomb, is the most dan- 
gerous weapon in the world. It is the arsenal 
without which no European power, even Russia, 
would dare start a war. There is no sense in 
turning that arsenal back to the political con- 
trol of a nation which twice in 25 years used it 
for aggression. (And three times since 1870.) 
Surely we have enough resourcefulness to let 
the Germans who live in the Ruhr run the in- 
dustries there without turning political control 
over to a central Prussian state. 

This partial list shows how much hard work 
and statesmanship the United States must put 
into the Ruhr. But — 


We had better do it if we love our children. 
If we do not do this job—if we should pull out 
of Germany or fail there —we leave behind us a 
vacuum which neither Britain or France has the 
strength or ability to fill. Russia has the will and, 
if left unopposed, the power to fill that vacuum. 
Therefore, the day we fail or the day we pull out | 
of Germany, the third world war takes a long 
step closer to us and certainly to our children. 
What greater incentive does any American need 
to work for than our success in this field? 

If we succeed, the western zones of Germany — 
in conjunction with Belgium and Holland can | 
become self-supporting in three to five years. 
That way lies recovery for all Europe. That way | 
lies peace for the world. That way lies vindica- 
tion for the American business system in which 
we believe—the system of competitive private 
enterprise, with freedom for the individual and — 
his initiative.

Leighton Supply Co. 
Explains Flood's Effects 


The recent flood in the Des Moines 
River became the subject of a special 
bulletin sent out by the Leighton Sup- 
ply Co. of Fort Dodge, Iowa, to explain 
how the damage done had held up the 
company’s operations. As the Leighton 
company describes it: “First our power 
and lights went off, then we lost our 
water supply. That didn’t last too 
long but it was really something. [If 
you have never experienced city life 
without these facilities you haven’t seen 
anything.” 

Without power, the company contin- 
ues, elevators couldn’t be moved and 
some merchandise. was too heavy to 
lug up and down stairways. That meant 
orders had to be pigeon-holed for a 
while and only what was handy could 
be shipped out. Without lights base- 
ment rooms were too dark, so many 
machines and tools couldn’t be received. 

The company reports one bright spot 
in the gloomy business, however. Its 
electrically operated bookkeeping equip- 
ment was trucked to Humboldt and 
clerks travelled there daily to keep at 
least that end of the business up to 
date.

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After weighing the advantages and 
disadvantages of the various intangi- 
bles of remodeling building vs. new 
construction, Mr. Adams approached 
the problem of actual costs. A care- 
fully worked out estimate of the cost 
of remodeling the building on which he 
held the option on was compared to the 
estimated cost of a new plant.

A new building was designed by 
Melvin L. and Harry A. King, Syracuse 
architects, after a study of Mr. Adams’ 
operations, plans and estimate of future 
requirements.

All anyone can 
do is try to keep inventories down. 

Mr. Dickie knows whereof he speaks. 
He’s been purchasing agent for Gen- 
eral Tool since October, 1946; city 
buyer for Woodbury & Co. prior to 
1942, and has had 40 months with 
Henry J. Kaiser at the Oregon and 
Vancouver shipyards.

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1940. Mr. Robie recently outlined the 
four problems before a gathering of 
foreign trade bankers and guests of his 
company at India House, in New York. 

The four problems, as he enumerated 
them, are: 

1. Long-range readjustment of Amer- 
ican business practices for fair and 
equitable dealings with the Filipinos. 

2. The need for American business to 
devote more thought to the economic 
and social problems which the Fili- 
pinos face. 

3. The need to familiarize ourselves 
with specific internal problems in the 
Philippines. 

4. The need for a realistic appraisal 
of the prices of basic Philippine raw 
material exports, including manila 
hemp, in relation to prices of commodi- 
ties which the Filipinos must have to 
maintain decent living standards. 

Mr. Robie based his analysis of 
American-Philippines relations on seven 
years of continuous study in the Islands, 
three of which were spent in a Japanese 
prison camp during the war. He called 
for a policy of full cooperation with the 
Filipino people, not only in business but 
also social dealings. The most success- 
ful American firms, he said, are those 
which today are giving Filipinos in- 
creasingly greater responsibility.

Director of BLS 
Scouts Slump Idea 


There is no business recession on the 
horizon, even if exports do fall consider- 
ably, according to Ewan Clague, di- 
rector of the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
of the United States Department of 
Labor. 

Mr. Clague points out that peak em- 
ployment was above 60,000,000 in July 
for the second consecutive month. 
“From my vantage, viewing employ- 
ment and construction, I don’t see any 
weakness yet,” says Mr. Clague, re- 
ferring to the general economic picture. 
Nothing looks startling and “I don’t see 
anything that will topple us over,” he 
adds. 

Mr. Clague remarked that exports are 
now exceeding imports by a very large 
volume and obviously the great excess 
of exports over imports cannot be kept 
up without some form of loans aboard. 
The main observation Mr. Clague makes 
on the relation of exports to imports, as 
contained in a prepared statement, is 
that about 2,000,000 non-agricultural 
workers, or five out of every 100, are 
currently engaged directly and _in- 
directly in producing goods and services

for export. This compares with three 
out of every 100 non-farm workers em- 
ployed as a result of exports in 1939. 

The increase, Mr. Clague says, is 
even larger when it is taken into account 
that non-agricultural employment is 
now 42,137,000 as compared with 30,- 
300,000 in 1939. A decline of 200,000 
in employment between mid-June and 
mid-July was reported in non-farm 
establishments, attributed to “material 
shortages, vacations, normal seasonal 
declines and continued contraction in a 
number of instances from previous post- 
war figures.” 

Downward trends attributable to 
other than seasonal factors, according 
to Mr. Clague, are to be found in ma- 
chine tools, furniture, radios and phono- 
graphs, tires and tubes and aluminum 
manufacturing. 

Unemployment has begun to recede 
from the early summer high of 2,600,- 
000. The volume of unemployment 
compensation claims dropped in late 
July in New England and New York 
areas “where a relatively high concen- 
tration of unemployment had been re- 
ported for the past few months.” 

Only slight changes in earnings were 
reported by Mr. Clague for the July 
period, as compared with June. While 
weekly earnings fell from $49.37 in 
June to $49.25 in July, actual hourly 
earnings increased from $1.227 in June 
to $1.234 the following month because 
the average number of hours worked 
dropped from 40.3 in June to 39.9 in 
July. Recent increases in housing 
activity, Mr. Clague added, helped sus- 
tain the high level of employment.

Brown Looks For 
Germany's Revival 


Lewis H. Brown, chairman of the 
board, Johns-Manville Corp., New 
York, is of the opinion that nothing can 
be accomplished in either Germany or 
western Europe under the Marshall 
Plan unless the United States puts into 
effect “an entirely new policy for the 
revival of Germany which is at present 
the cancer in the body-politic of west- 
ern Europe.” 

Mr. Brown, just returned from a two- 
month inspection of the post-war in- 
dustrial potential of western Germany 
at the request of General Lucius D. 
Clay, believes that “restoration of the 
German economy is the only way to get 
the burden of supporting Germany and 
western Europe off the backs of the 
American taxpayer.” To restore the 
German economy, and thus save the 
United States from “pouring relief dol- 
lars down a bottomless rathole”, Mr. 
Brown recommends stimulation of in- 
dustrial output by the following meth- 
ods: 

1. Increase production of coal in the 
Ruhr by additional rations made avail- 
able as an incentive for increased out- 
put. 

2. Place a moratorium on annual 
shipment of 10,000,000 tons of coal out 
of Germany. Use that coal in Germany 
and its restoration and that of western 
Europe would be assured. 

3. Recognize that this moratorium 
must substitute Great Britain as coal 
supplier of western Europe, thus in- 
creasing the outlet for that country’s 
coal exports, and aiding its internal 
economy. 

4. Work out a plan, to run possibly 
five years or more, that will insure a 
proper working and health diet to the

Only A Guide 


GREAT DEAL is being said these days in the business 
A press about the application of new technologies to 
reduce costs by increasing productivity per man. 

As an example, American Machinist, in their August 14th 
issue, has this to say: “Go through almost any metal working 
plant today and see for yourself what can be done. Few 
shops can be said to be the last word ... the field for 
greater mechanization seems boundless. The chance to apply 
the new technologies appear inexhaustable.” 

Uf course, what is true of metal working plants applies 
equally to any other type of plant. There are, in fact, very 
few plants in this country that can boast of equipment and 
tools equal to the task of meeting the cost demands of 
production. 

Within the last month, I had the opportunity of spending 
a half day going through the plant of a very well-known 
manufacturer. I presume that this plant would be called 
very modern. Certainly I saw many of the latest in machine 
tools in operation. A few departments were the last word in 
mechanical efficiency; in machines, tools, power transmis- 
sion, materials handling equipment, etc. 

The average department, however, was a different story. 
Anyone with two eyes could note the opportunities for the 
sale of modern equipment, tools and supplies. If this is true 
in a plant of this sort, it is apparent that the average indus- 
trial plant abounds in opportunities for the alert salesman 
who will take time out, now and then, to wander through the 
plants that he calls upon. 

This issue of Mitt Supp.ies is known as the Sales Guide 
Issue. We have attempted in a special editorial feature to 
point out the opportunities for the sale of various products 
in a half dozen major industries. Manufacturers were asked 
to evaluate the market in these industries as it applied to 
their own products. 

The response was tremendous and made possible the edi- 
toria! section starting on page 81. The trouble is that the 


presentation of such a volume of information, of this kind, 
has decided limitations. There is so much that cannot be 
tabulated and presented in an understandable way. The most 
that you can do is to point out, as we have, whether a market 
offers an excellent or good or a fair opportunity for the sale 
of a particular product. The point is, and let’s be frank 
about it, that the information offered is only a guide. It can 
be very valuable for the person who uses imagination. 
Unless one can picture the over-all operation of a plant in a 
particular industry and can place the application of products 
as a part of the over-all operation, he has missed the oppor- 
tunity that the study offers. In other words, the real value to 
be derived is not in evaluating the market possibilities of a 
particular product on the basis of excellent, good or fair. It 
is in picturing a type of industry and associating product 
requirements with that type plant. Whether a particular 
product has major application or not is only a part of the 
story. If it can be used, it offers sales possibilities and it’s 
the job of a salesman to determine whether the possibility 
is major or minor. 

We hear a lot about “the application of the product to the 
job.” Certainly this is true, but it doesn’t go quite far 
enough. Most jobs are a part of a series of jobs going to 
make up a complete operation. In that complete operation, 
the same tool may be used on various jobs and not neces- 
sarily for exactly the same purpose. So, you may sell the 
tool for a specific job along the line and miss the sales 
opportunity at another point. It’s a good policy in selling 
industrial equipment, tools and supplies to associate prod- 
ucts (plural) to use in a specific plant, or at least in a type 
of plant. The use and sales possibilities of any particular 
product then becomes apparent. 

One of these days some industrial distributor will evolve 
a plan setting aside a day a week, or every several weeks, 
for plant inspection trips by his salesmen. On that day the 
salesmen will be sent out to make the complete rounds of 
several different types of plants in his territory. He will 
make a complete report on what he saw. He will include 
the various operations in the plant and the type of equip- 
ment and tools used, etc. Several salesmen will, of course, 
be calling on the same type of plant which will offer the 
opportunity of comparing and knowing what one salesman 
may have overlooked and the other discovered. By this 
method such a distributor will be able, in a comparatively 
short period of time, to have tabulated information on the 
requirements of all of the various types of plants in his terri- 
tory. He will have a sales force that knows how to associate 
products to use in every plant in his territory. When and if 
that day comes, there will be a standout distributor!
